An agreement between Seim, Johnson, Sestak & Quist, LLP and the County of
Lancaster for preparation and delivery of Medicare Form HCFA 2088-92-A cost
report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2003 for the Community Mental
Health Center. The length of this agreement is from the date of execution until
the cost report has been submitted to the County. The County will pay $3,800
to $3,900 plus actual out of pocket expenses for the preparation and
submission of the cost report.
